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1 . Claims 1 -35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to show a tracking system wherein source of an AC electromagnetic 
field having induction-vector components is received by a sensor on an object or 
body within a bounded volume to determining the position and orientation of the 
object or body in the presence of a field distorter wherein AC electromagnetic 
field being modulated; magnitude and phase of the modulated source field 
components being stabilized and the induction-vector components corresponding 
to the carrier and modulation frequencies being analyzed and detected by the 
sensor to distinguish between source-sensor coupling and source-distorter- 
sensor coupling; the position and orientation of the sensor being computed and 
thus the object or body based on the source-sensor coupling.
